Caroline Elizabeth Newcomb (1812-1874), pioneer squatter, was born 
in London on October 5, 1812, daughter of Samuel Newcomb, British 
commissar in Spain.

1836 she accompanied John Batman of Melbourne settlement fame and 
his family to Port Phillip as temporary governor. While there she met Dr. 
Alexander Thomson and his family; in March 1837 she went to stay with 
them in Geelong. 


Anne Drysdale arrived at Port Phillip in March 1840 and soon after became a 
guest of Dr Thomson. He had offered to help her find a run. She and Caroline 
became friends and, when Anne decided on Boronggoop as the site for her 
run, they also became partners. Anne was an experienced farmer and twenty 
years senior to Caroline. A cottage was built for them, the Armstrong family 
and others entered their employ, and a home was established. 


As Boronggoop was held by licence, Miss Drysdale was anxious to own a 
freehold property. By 1843 they had established an outstation, Lap Lap, on 
Reedy Lake, and had heard of the run Coryule, near modern Drysdale. On 
18 July they settled the sale of the property from Mr. Austin and by the late 
1840s they were living there in the stone house Coryule. 


In June 1852 Anne Drysdale suffered a stroke and, after a period of invalidity, 
died May 1853. Caroline inherited the property. She was elected a member of 
the first Portarlington Road Board and became its secretary. On November 
27, 1861, Caroline married Rev. James D. Dodgson at Wesley Church, 
Melbourne. She accompanied her husband on Methodist circuit work. 
After a fortnight’s illness, she died at the Wesleyan Parsonage, Brunswick, 
on October 3, 1874.

We 
managed to catch them after they had split up.’ Keith continued. ‘When we 
arrived back where we had planned to meet, I had one prisoner and the other 
prisoner had my mate.’ ‘They wanted to swap’ he added. ‘But we managed 
to get them both in the end. One of those times when all’s well that ends 
well.’ ‘By their prompt action and sound Judgement, the constables upheld 
the best traditions of the Victoria Police Force’ commented the then Chief 
Commissioner of Police, A.M.Duncan. Keith was commended in 1944 and 
in 1959 he was awarded the Police Long Service and Good Conduct Medal. 
He was awarded the Chief Commissioner’s Certificate ‘in recognition of 
his dedication and long service in general, and for his valuable and faithful 
service as a member of the Motor Boating Squad in particular, whereby his 
devotion to duty, his readiness to perform often dangerous and onerous tasks 
in most unpleasant conditions, served as an outstanding example to others, 
as did his willingness to assist and advise members of the general public.’ 
(Son). ‘For exceptional bravery and devotion to duty displayed in disarming 
a dangerous criminal who was seeking to avoid arrest’ at South Yarra in 
1971. There are two known cases where both father and son have each been 
recipients of the Valour Award - Constable Norman Jones in 1940 and his 
son Kevin Jones in 1971; and John Herbert in 1886 and his son Bernard in 
1913. This combination of N.K.Jones (father) Victoria Police Valour Badge 
and K.C.Jones (son) Victoria Police Valour Award is unique. Together with 
photographs and newspaper clippings.

‘Flying Officer W.G.Loney as pilot and captain of aircraft has taken part most 
effectively in convoy escorts and anti-submarine sweeps. On one occasion he 
made a most effective attack on an enemy submarine and after being joined in 
the operation by two other aircraft, the vessel was sunk. Flying Officer Loney 
has proved himslf first class captain of aircraft wha has invarably driven home 
his attacks with great determination.’ Newspaper extract: ‘How a Melbourne 
pilot sent a U-boat to the bottom after queuing up for the attack with two 
other Liberators was with the award of the DFC to Flying Officer Wesley Glen 
Loney, RAAK, 22 years old former clerk of Carnegie. The episode happened 
during a stirring occasion when Coastal Command Liberators and Royal 
Navy destroyers sank five and damaged three of twenty U-boats attacking 
convoys in the North Atlantic. Loney was flying 40 miles from the convoy 
when he sighted a U-boat which engaged the diving aircraft with heavy 
but inaccurate anti-aircraft fire. The U-boat’s captain, who had apparently 
resolved to fight it out on the surface, managed to evade the depth-chargers 
of another Liberator. Then Loney’s front-gunner cleared the submarine’s 
decks with a deluge of half-inch machine gun bullets, but the bomb aimer’s 
explosives just missed the U-boat, whose gunners resolutely remanned the 
pom-poms and four inch high angle gun. When the third Liberator appeared 
Loney had to queue up for his second attack. Loney watched his colleagues 
attack unsuccessfully from such a low altitude that explosions and spray 
almost obscured the aircraft, which bounded up 50 feet or more with the 
concussion. When the other Liberators had expended their depth-charges 
on the U-boat, which was still fighting back fiercely, everything depended on 
the success of the Australian’s final attack. Loney came in from dead astern 
encountering flak so intense that the crew heard shrapnel tearing through 
the aircraft. The Liberator, whose wingspan is the greatest of all the Allies’ 
fighting aircraft, passed only a few feet above the U-boat’s conning-tower and 
the bomb aimer scored a dead centre bull’s eye. The Liberator’s tail gunner 
watched the U-boat’s stern blown clean from the water. Then as the Liberator 
turned the whole crew clearly saw the submarine’s bows jut into the air for a 
few seconds, enabling the co-pilot and beam gunner to secure photographic 
evidence of its death. The Liberator, which was hundreds of miles from shore, 
was dangerously situated. Shrapnel had punctured one petrol tank and burst 
a landing tyre. Loney reported the U-boat’s destruction and safely landed his 
almost petrol-less aircraft at a British base. Loney is described in the citation 
asa ‘first class captain of aircraft’. He subsequently damaged another U-boat 
after a gruelling surface battle.’ Together with miniature medals, cloth wings, 
squadron blazer pocket patch, photographs, letters.

L.G.: 30Dec1942 ‘This Officer has shown continuous 
gallantry in action in the Field during the period of this unit's service in 
the Tobruk area. Joining the battalion from hospital on 23May41 Lieut 
Ellenby quickly established himself as a gallant leader of men and soon had 
superiority over the enemy in No-Mans-Land in the Porbes Mound area. By 
constant patrolling he gained much useful information abouth the enemy’s 
dispositions. He was untiring in his efforts and again and again led nightly 
patrols in this and in this Pilastrino Sector, deloused enemy minefields and 
organised and led strong fighting patrols against enemy occupied sangers. 
On the night of 19/20 July at Bir el Carmusa during one of these attacks 
he was seriously wounded and although unable to walk personally directed 
the completion of the patrol’s task and its successful withdrawal. His very 
able leadership, courage and gallantry at all times has been magnificent and 
he has set a fine example to his men.’ ‘Lieut Ellenby was in Tobruk with 
the famous ‘Rats’. Three thousand yards from their lines which had proved 
highly troublesome to patrols. It needed to be cleared out and so, following a 
reconnaisance, Ellenby, with a patrol of 30 men, went forward the following 
midnight with the object of destroying the post. The patrol stole within 30 
or 40 yards of the enemy post without being spotted and then crawled bang 
into some wirenetting which hadn’t been there the night before. ‘Being good 
soldiers’ says Ellenby ‘my men immediately went to ground. But I found a gap 
in the wirenetting about 2ft wide, so I went through on my own. As I went 
towards the post the enemy opened up with machine-guns and a nice cross 
fire with mortars. I chucked hand grenades as I went ahead, and I suppose 
some of them must have registered. Then I was hit in both legs and the head 
and I went to ground. Those wounds made me feel that I had had enough, 
and I didn’t care much what happened. However, as I lay wounded my 
tommy-gunner crawled up alongside and he was able to get my whistle and 
sound the pre-arranged withdrawal signal. After he had blown the withdraw 
signal, I told the tommy-gunner to clear out. I felt I was incapable of moving. 
But he refused to leave me, and as, by this time, the enemy post had been 
silenced, he started to help me back. It took us some time to reach the barbed 
wire, and I didn’t expect to find any of the chaps there, but apparently Pte 
Fallon, of Port Lincoln, spotted us crawling in and stayed behind. The next 
thing was to get back to headquarters, 3,000 yards away. Pte Fallon carried 
me, as I couldn’t use my legs, with the intention of getting me to a carrier 
800 yards away, which we had taken up for removing any wounded. But 
in the darkness with only the stars to guide him, Fallon lost his direction 
and missed the carrier. The result was he had to carry me the whole 3,000 
yards. It took him two and a half hours. So severe were Lieut Ellenby’s 
wounds that he was invalided out of the Army.’ Together with Commission 
in Permanent Military Forces, Studio portrait in uniform, photographs on 
service and whilst convalescing, medical documents, newspaper clippings, 
official Army Statement of Service, copy of Army form W3121 - for award 
for MC, two service ties and ‘Rats of Tobruk’ souvenir spoons.

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The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia’s financial history. The problems that came about that year had been building up over the previous 
decade. In both Sydney and especially Melbourne there had been increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an astronomical 
fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, the Metropolitan Bank of Melbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. This set off a series of chain reactions 
throughout Australia. A climax was reached in Melbourne at the end of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. Only two 
banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and the Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two (Bank of NSW 
and the Royal Bank). Prior to the crises there had been twenty-eight banking and finance companies listed on the Melbourne Stock Exchange and only those 
banks noted above passed through the crises without suspension. Six other banks managed to sort out their affairs or were reconstructed. The remaining 
twenty or so were liquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered and there were many public scandals. The general public went through a long period 
of quite intense suffering. The City of Melbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller Banks, such as the 
Joint Stock Bank of Victoria. It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the Melbourne Establishment. It was suspended on 17 May 1893 and an attempt 
was made to reconstruct it and re-open on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this date as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed 
again, finally closing its doors on 7 August 1895. The second and final closure of the City of Melbourne Bank marked the end of an era. There are only 
two surviving circulation notes of this bank, this note is of the utmost rarity.

The Commercial Bank of Australia was founded in 1866 in Melbourne and originally concentrated on small business and on farming. It was a successful 
bank which gradually expanded by taking over other smaller and unsuccessful banks such as the Australian and European Bank in 1879, part of 
Commercial Bank of South Australia in 1885, The Mercantile Bank of Sydney in 1891 and the National Bank of Tasmania in 1918. It opened branches 
in New Zealand in 1912. The bank was suspended in 1893 on April 5, but it was reconstructed and re-opened on May 6. The bank in 1981 merged with 
the Bank of New South Wales to form Westpac, making it at the time the largest bank in Australia. Notes from this bank are particularly rare. The bank 
was the only Australian Bank to include inscriptions in Chinese on its banknote because a prominent Chinese businessman on the first Board, recognised 
the potential of the large minority of the overall population who were migrants from China. The text in Chinese translates as “One Pound New Gold 
Mountain”, (the Chinese name for Melbourne, as San Francisco had been translated into Chinese as Gold Mountain at the time of the Californian Gold 
Rush a few years earlier).

This and the next lot are a superb pair of the first 10/- Australian notes [the so-called ‘Presentation Notes’]. These notes are in nearly perfect condition [and 
do not have the pin-holes seen in other notes, where they had been attached to the letters which originally accompanied nearly all these notes]. Numbered 4 
and 5, they were assigned to Andrew Fisher and taken by him at the Special Ceremony at the Note Printing office on 1 May 1913 when the notes were first 
numbered prior to general release. The three earlier numbers were given to the daughter of the Governor-General who imprinted the first number, the second 
note was given to the Governor-General and the third note was presented to his young son. Andrew Fisher, then Prime Minister and the instigator of the first 
Australian banknotes retained notes M000004 and M00000S. These notes are accompanied by an official envelope and a letter (lot 2911). The envelope 
is a Government issue from the Prime Minister’s office, on which Andrew Fisher has written: ‘Private/Australian notes/Nos 4 and 5 10/- denomination’ 
and signed it, lower right: ‘Andrew Fisher 20/6/13.’ The hand-written note is on small size official paper from the Prime Minister printed in red with the 
Australian Coat of Arms on which Andrew Fisher has written: ‘The Nos 1,2 and 3 of the first issue of Australian ten shilling notes were presented to the 
Governor General’s daughter, himself and his young son. The two enclosed herewith are the following numbers 4 and 5, Mrs Fisher holds No 28. Andrew 
Fisher 20/6/13.’ The ownership of these two notes from the time they were issued to Andrew Fisher to their appearance in a Stanley Gibbons banknote 
auction is not known but presumably they were held by a family descendent of Mr. Fisher. No 1 was sold privately in January 2000 to a Sydney collector 
for a reported one million dollars (SMH). These 10/- notes issued by the Australian Commonwealth Treasury were the first Australian banknotes which 
were entirely produced in this country. The first Australian notes issued by the Treasury some three years earlier had been the superscribed notes, and while 
the overprinting of these notes had been carried out in this country, and some of the note forms which were superscribed were also produced in Australia, 
a significant proportion of note forms which had been used for that issue had been designed and printed in Great Britain. This 10/- note was followed by a 
range of other denominations up to £100 which had all been designed and printed in Australia. This first 10/- note was predominantly blue in colour with 
an ornate design on the front featuring the Australian Coat-of-Arms and the Goulburn Weir on the back. It was a totally Australian production, the design 
was the result of a competition, the printing plates were engraved locally and the notes were printed in Melbourne. It was incidentally the first 10/- note 
issued in the then British Empire and preceded the release of a 10/- note in the United Kingdom. These two notes with the accompanying material are of 
the utmost historical importance, and must be considered as the premier item of the Australian banknote series. It marks an early but extremely important 
step in the evolution of Austalian nationhood and provided a significant impetus to the subsequent development of Australia as a nation.

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THREE HIGHLY IMPORTANT SUPERSCRIBED ONE POUND NOTES 


Prior to the introduction of original legal paper tender, the Australian Government used private bank issued notes overprinted 
with ‘Australian Note’ and a promise to redeem in gold. The forms of up to sixteen banking companies throughout Australia 
were used by the Government in issuing denominations of one, five, ten, twenty, fifty and one hundred pounds. These 
issues began entering circulation in mid-December 1910 and became the primary form of paper currency until original, 
government-designed notes were introduced in 1913. 


Following introduction of the new banknotes, existing superscribed issues were gradually withdrawn from circulation 
and destroyed. Some serial numbers however were not accounted for and remained outstanding. Michael Vort-Ronald in 
Banks of Issue in Australia (1982) estimates the quantity of outstanding superscribed one pound notes of all types in 1924 
at 448. Three outstanding examples of the Superscribe series are represented in the following lots.

All Bank of Victoria superscribed notes are very rare and only four or five notes have been offered at auction over the last thirty years. The honour of 
being the first note forms to be superscribed belongs to the Bank of Victoria, as these were the first note forms to be received by the Treasury, and the 
superscribed numbers on note forms from this Bank start at A000001 and continue up to A001500. This superscribed note is numbered A000009 and was 
originally held by a Member of Parliament [who also happened to be the Chairman of the Board of the Bank of Victoria]. It is by far the earliest surviving 
note issued by the Commonwealth of Australia! Other early numbers were doubtless held by various dignitaries at the time, but that is some 95 years ago 
and as no earlier note has appeared on the market in the last fifty years, the status of this particular note is further enhanced. This note in is exceptional 
condition, by far the finest superscribed Bank of Victoria Note known and would have to be in the top three notes of the whole series as far as its splendid 
condition is concerned. This note, with a whole range of attributes, makes it unequalled in a range of ways, but above all it is note number 9 issued by the 
Commonwealth and this makes it one of the two most important notes of the Commonwealth of Australia [see lot 1687 for the other]. Note 000009 has 
appeared at auction only on two previous occasions, and it is therefore, very infrequently available to collectors. Bearing in mind all the various factors 
mentioned and given its extraordinary desirability this is a note which may well not be on offer again for a very long time and is certainly one of the major 
highlights of Dr. Alan Nicholson's Collection.

The Royal Bank of Australia (1888-1927), is of some interest particularly as it utilised the same vignette and has some similarity in style to the defunct 
earlier Royal Bank of Australia (1840-1850). This new Royal Bank of Australia, remained small and conducted business in a cautious manner, consequently 
it survived the banking crises and crashes in the 1890’s. It was eventually taken over by the E.S. & A Bank in 1927. A note of excessive rarity, for many 
years it appeared to be the only note from this bank but subsequently a very defective note from the same bank but different domicile was discovered. 
This note is domiciled in Melbourne and is regarded by many as the rarest of the superscribed notes. Indeed in earlier days some disputed its existence, as 
none had been seen at that time, however one or two others are known. A total of 24,500 notes were supercribed for the Royal Bank of Australia, and 
only the English, Scottish & Australian Bank had a lower issue, (23,999, they probably spoiled one), so this goes a long way to explain the rarity of this 
note. Although it shows obvious signs of circulation it is in remarkably good condition and it is not likely for another note of this excessively rare bank 
to come to the market.

This lot come from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the time 
of the Mithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by Mithradates VI 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
Lysimachos, whose staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history’s greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, Mithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict with 
Rome and he consequently tried to liberate the East from Rome and quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response came in 87 B.C. The Consul Sulla with five legions captured Athens 
and pursued Mithradates back to Asia Minor. Mithradates was fined 2000 
talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C. 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively 
another view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues 
by Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 (pp. 
22-24). This may prove to be the correct interpretation.

One of the earliest European archaic silver coins in desireable condition with 
an impeccable pedigree from one of the greatest documented Archaic Greek 
coin hoards ever found. Aegina is a small island in view of Athens. It was 
one of the first trading nations in Greece and issued some of the first silver 
coins in the mid 6th century BC, which became the world standard coinage 
“Turtles” until supplanted by the Athens “Owls”. Over the years the artistic 
quality of the turtle improved. Aegina along with Lesbos were the only Greek 
city states outside the Greeks of Asia minor to expand trading empires after 
the fall of the Assyrians and Aegina became a commercial rival of Samos, 
while the Athenians remained inward looking. Aegina probably hindered 
any attempts by Athens to enter trade, because “of an ancient hatred” as 
quoted by Herodotos. At the sea battle of Salamis against Persia, Aegina was 
voted the city that fought with to most valour. In 459 BC, Athens and Aegina 
went to war and Aegina was forced to join the Delian League dominated by 
Athens. About the same time the coins of Aegina changed from a sea turtle 
design to a land tortoise design. In 449 BC, Athens ordered all members of 
the Delian league to cease production of coinage. Aegina had lost its sea 
trading power to Athens. In 431 BC, the islanders were expelled and were 
replaced by colonists from Athens. In 404 BC, after the defeat of Athens by 
Sparta the Aeginetans were returned to their island.

A most interesting coin as this tetradrachm coin type was treasured by several 
religious foundations in the middle ages as one of the actual “thirty pieces” 
of silver which were accepted by Judas Iscariot for the betrayal of Christ 
(Matt XXVI, 15). In the middle ages the appearance of this coin from the 
Greek world showed to the uninitiated several “proofs” of identification. The 
obverse of these coins shows a facing head of the sun god Helios surrounded 
by rays of light and to some medieval minds, this clearly was the head of 
Christ himself wearing the crown of thorns! The reverse type, a rose, was 
thought of as the rose of Sharon - symbolizing the Resurrection. The rose 
is actually the emblem of Helios and a punning allusion to the name of the 
mint, Rhodes (which is Greek for rose). These “Judas Pennies” as they are 
sometimes called would hardly have been current in quantity in Palestine 
so long after their issue but an odd one or two might have appeared on 
the money changers tables at the time of Christ and during the following 
centuries. But it is now clear that they were not one of the “thirty pieces”.

The find of early electrum as a foundation deposit in the earliest temple 
at Ephesus included numerous third staters of this type. It also contained 
some inscribed electrum coins with the non-Greek name ‘ Welwe?’. Scholars 
began identifying this name with Alyattes, king of Lydia. Since then this 
attribution has been thrown into doubt by the more recent discovery of 
a parallel name, ‘Kali’, which does not correspond to any known Lydian 
king. No one really doubts, however that this prolific coinage was issued 
by the Lydian royal house. The lion’s head was the dynastic badge, and this 
manner of representation, with the herringbone mane and ‘wart’ on nose, 
was introduced into Greek art from Assyria in the second half of the seventh 
century B.C. It is one of, if not the earliest example of ancient coinage that 
utilises a design of some type on the obverse.

This coin is normally known as an issue of the Lydian king Croesus. 
Throughout the ancient world he was known for his legendary wealth. The 
lion is the paramount symbol of royalty and as such is appropriate for his 
Lydian kingdom. According to Herodotus, the Lydians were the first to strike 
gold and silver coins, but the numismatic evidence is not easily compatible 
with this statement. Carradice's study suggests that this coin is unlikely to 
have been minted in the lifetime of king Croesus but is of the type he calls early 
croeseid (c.550-520 B.C.), however Sear assigns them to this ruler c.560-546 
B.C. The issue is the world’s first bimetallic coinage, gold and silver pieces 
based on a stater of pure metal weighing about 10.8 grams. This was the 
initial phase of relatively short duration as shortly after the gold was reduced 
in weight to about 8.00 grams for a stater and the silver siglos of just over 5 
grams replaced the silver stater. This is an historic and important silver coin 
from the earliest period of coinage in the western world.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the time 
of the Mithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by Mithradates VI 
of Pontus who used the design of the issues of Lysimachos. These staters 
with the head of Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, history’s 
greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, Mithradates embarked on a career of 
conquest, bringing most of the lands around the Black Sea under his control. 
These policies bought him into conflict with Rome and he consequently tried 
to liberate the East from Rome, quickly defeated the local garrisons and 
massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens 
welcomed him as a liberator. In 87 B.C. the Consul Sulla and five legions 
captured Athens and pursued Mithradates back to Asia Minor. Mithradates 
was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These 
gold staters were probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 
to early 87 B.C., to pay his mercenary soldiers. Several cities struck these 
coins and this mint has similar monogram to that issued at Tomis (see Noble 
Sale 78, lot 4902). An alternative view has been put forward suggesting that 
these coins were issues of Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. (this view 
was published in Celator January 2000 [pp. 22-24]).

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of Julius Caesar, was raising troops in northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar’s heirs Mark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king’s name, 
Coson, appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Coson’s coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propraganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar’s assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. This design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

The find of early electrum as a foundation deposit in the earliest temple 
at Ephesus included numerous third staters of this type. It also contained 
some inscribed electrum coins with the non-Greek name ‘ Welwet’. Scholars 
began identifying this name with Alyattes, king of Lydia. Since then this 
attribution has been thrown into doubt by the more recent discovery of 
a parallel name, ‘Kali’, which does not correspond to any known Lydian 
king. No one really doubts, however that this prolific coinage was issued 
by the Lydian royal house. The lion’s head was the dynastic badge, and 
this manner of representation, with the herringbone mane and ‘wart’ on 
nose (now thought to be a sun symbol as noted on the earliest coins only 
recently found with such a symbol). The symbol was introduced into Greek 
art from Assyria in the second half of the seventh century B.C. It is one of, 
if not the earliest example of ancient coinage that utilises a design of some 
type on the obverse.

This impressive coin of the Bisalti shows a young man leading a horse wearing 
a traditional northern hat which is like a petasus worn by the Macedonians 
and Thessalians. In addition he carries two spears. He has been identified as 
Rhesus or Ares, but it is uncertain if he actually represents a true mythical 
figure. Thrace was in the late sixth century part of the Persian Empire and 
the Bisalti were a strong and somewhat independent force, as they refused 
to assist the Great King of Persia when his army crossed Thrace to invade 
mainland Greece in 480 B.C. Later the Bisalti lost their power, probably to 
Alexander I of Macedon, the new power in the region after the Persian defeat 
(who also struck octograms which are very similar to the issues of the Bisalti). 
These heavy coins of the Bisalti have been found in hoards from Egypt and 
other parts of the Persian Empire. They were not part of the famous Asyut 
hoard of Egypt which was buried about 475 B.C. and its absence does suggest 
a somewhat later date for this octogram of the Bisalti. It has been suggested 
that the Bisalti won control of the silver mines around Lake Prasias and 
that their coinage was terminated around the time of the foundation of the 
Athenian colony at Ennea Hodoi and the subsequent disaster at Drabescus 
in 465-4 B.C. This battle, in which the Athenian colonists were exterminated 
by the native Thracians, may have enabled Alexander I of Macedon to take 
possession of the mines for himself.

An important Egyptian issue of Alexander the Great. In December 332, the 
Macedonian army and navy reached Pelusium (modern Port Said). Here, 
Alexander was met by the Persian satrap Mazaces and an official named 
Amminapes, who surrendered the country. Mazaces may have wanted to 
behave a more heroically. However his troops had been destroyed in the 
battle near Issus- and knew that in the event of war, he would have to face 
both the invader and the native population, which had revolted very recently 
(in 338-336). Amminapes may have had an agenda of his own for he had 
lived in Macedonia and knew the conqueror. He was to be rewarded two 
years later. The future government of Egypt was to be divided among several 
persons. An Egyptian and an Iranian, Petesis and Doloaspis, were to lead the 
civil administration. At least eight military commanders had to serve under 
two Macedonian officers named Balacrus and Peucestas. A third officer 
was appointed as admiral, Polemon. Alexander left a garrison at Pelusium, 
ordered his navy to occupy the Egyptian capital Memphis and led his army 
to Heliopolis (north of modern Cairo). This was one of the most important 
places in Egypt’s religious life: here was the temple of Ra, the sun god who 
protected the pharaoh. It was perhaps in this city that Alexander accepted 
the titles of the Egyptian ruler. From now on, the priests wrote about him 
as the Horus, the protector of Egypt; king of Upper and Lower Egypt; 
beloved by Amun; the chosen one of Ra; the son of Ra, Alexander. There is 
no reliable evidence for a coronation ceremony. The new pharaoh continued 
to Memphis, where he sacrificed to the Apis, a manifestation of the Egyptian 
god Ptah. Although our sources do not mention it, we can be confident that 
he paid a visit to the pyramids at Giza. Everywhere the Macedonians were 
greeted as liberators. The Persians had occupied Egypt from 525 to 404 and 
had reconquered their former possession in 343, only eleven years before. 
The Egyptians still remembered their former freedom, an idea that Alexander 
knew how to use for his own benefit.

A cousin of Demetrios II, Antigonos surnamed Doson, undertook the 
government of the country, initially as regent, and later, in recognition of 
his successes, as king. Doson did in fact repulse the barbarians, restore 
Macedonian suzerainty in Thessaly and Macedonian influence in central 
Greece, and placed a large part of Caria in Asia Minor under Macedonian 
control. His greatest success however consisted in obliging the Achaians to 
enter into an alliance with him, surrender Acrocorinth, and collaborate with 
him in organizing a Symmachy (alliance), in which participated the Epirotes, 
Phokians, Boiotians, Akarnanians, Thessalians, Achaians and Macedonians 
(224 BC). In 222 BC at the battle of Sellasia, as ‘hegemon’ (leader) of the 
Symmachy, Antigonos defeated the reformist Spartan king Kleomenes II, thus 
securing the ascendancy of the Macedonian kingdom over southern Greece. 
He died in 221 BC, leaving the Macedonian throne to the seventeen-year-old 
Philip V, who had to confront the invasions of the Illyrians.

Skostokos was a Thracian or Scythian dynast who took control of the city of 
Ainos (where, according to Morkholm, these coins were struck) during the 
unsettled period following Lysimachos’ death. Youroukova hypothesizes that 
he perished in the course of the Celtic invasion of 279-278 B.C., suggesting 
an issue date of about 280 B.C. Other writers and cataloguers suggest a 
later date of issue as noted above. Skostokos is known to us solely from 
his coins, which were struck at the Thacian port of Ainos (Enez, southwest 
Turkey) and at Cabyle (Yambol, Eastern Bulgaria) in the Celtic kingdom of 
Tylis. Like Cavaros ‘the champion’ who was the last Celtic king of Tylis, 
Skostokos or his father may have been one of the thousands of Celtic warriors 
who migrated eastwards into Thrace and Galatia after their looting raid on 
Delphi in 279 BC. It is probable that his name may provide a clue to his 
nationality. It appears to be derived from two Celtic words, succos ‘pig’ and 
toccos ‘buttock’ (Xavier Delamarre, Dictionnairede la langue gauloise, 2nd 
edition, 2203, pp.285, 304). Piggy personal names - Succus, Sucio, Socco, 
Succius, Succamo, Successus- were common in Gaul and are indicative 
of the Celts’ intense interest in pigs and their love of pork, as attested by 
Strabo (IV,4.3). Dr Robert Forrer is firmly of the opinion that Scostocos 
was of Celtic origin and says: “I myself want to put Skostokos rather more 
closely in time to the Gallo-Thracian king Cavarus, to compare the two and 
consider him as a successor to the Gallic kings who came into power in Thrace 
after the invasion of the Gauls in 280 BC, a successor of those Gauls who 
invaded Lysimachia in 279, occupied the whole of the Chersonese, created 
all sorts of small independent Celtic kingdoms in Thrace and disrupted the 
whole of the south from here for 70 years. I prefer to read the name itself 
as Skostokos and to link it linguistically with the Gallic name Coiosticos- 
Casticus” (Keltishe Numismatik der Rhein - und Donaulande, ed. Karel 
Castlin, 1968, Vol.I, p.203).

The Asyut hoard suggests the chronology to be 510-485 B.C. This and the 
next two lots are a group showing the change in reverse punches in the early 
Sth century at Aegina. Much has been written on this early coinage since 
Samuel Millbank wrote his book on “The Coinage of Aegina” in 1924. 
Since then important publications have attemped to establish the order of 
issue and the chronolgy of the series, (generally around the description of 
a relevant hoard).

The chronology is still under review and new hoards, when published, bring 
us closer to the truth.

The coinage is marked with the numeral H = 80 and corresponds to eighty 
bronze drachms which gave it a value of one obol on the silver standard. 
Ptolemy XII Auletes died in 51 BC leaving power in the hands of his two 
oldest children: Cleopatra VII (18 years old) and Ptolemy XIII (10 years old). 
Following the Egyptian tradition, Cleopatra married her own brother. At the 
age of 18, she became the ruler of Upper and Lower Egypt. A very heavy 
destiny for this young promising queen. Descendant of Greek culture, she 
inherited both Greek knowledge brought by Alexander the Great and the 
Egyptian culture. She had knowledge in literature, mathematics, astronomy 
and medicine. She could ride a horse and had a great talent for languages. 
She could speak easily with people from neighbouring countries without 
translators and is reputed to have been the first member of her family in their 
300-year reign in Egypt to have learned the Egyptian language. Cleopatra 
also took the title of Queen of Kings and there is also a story that Cleopatra 
asked several of her servants to test out various forms of suicide, before 
choosing the method which she believed to be most effective.

This lot and the next three lots represent an opportunity to acquire coins from 
the famous “Samaria Hoard” published in Meshorer & Qedar “Coinage of 
Samaria in the Fourth Century BCE”, Jerusalem, 1991. Every coin in that 
hoard in illustrated with enlargements and this hoard together with a few 
other finds became the basis of establishing the existence of a series, of a 
nation in an era never previously recognised in the published literature. The 
meaning of the legend (which reads Samaria), remains uncertain, whether 
it means the city, the province or the state, or a combination of these 
meanings. By c.400 B.C, the Samaritans were still considered Jewish and 
as such were approached by the Jews of Elephantine. The Samaritan high 
priests and governors in the Sth and 4th century B.C. in the Elephantine 
documents bear Jewish names. The final separation between the Samaritans 
and the Jews probably took place a few years after the Samarian hoard’s 
burial (c.346-5 B.C.). Consequently this small group of coins form part of 
a collection of Biblical coins.
